Man is Haunted By His Life. 


A man appeared at the police station in Jersey City a short time 


ago and stated that his life was pursuing him. .He said it followed him 
wherever he went and gave him great annoyance. He was in great 
distress of mind and wanted the police to stop his life from pursuing 
and plaguing him. 


He was locked up upon a charge of .insanity, but how many more 


would be in the insane asylum if all who are pursued and harried by 
their lives were locked up? 


The world is full of men who are haunted by their lives; men 


who are continualy fleeing from their past and seeking to erase the 
record made by their lives. We meet them every day, the newspapers 
are constantly chronicling cases of men being found out and ex- 
posed by their lives which pursue them like the Furies of Mythology 
and refuse to be shaken off or placated. 


There is no hunter so keen of scent, so persistent and so remorse- 


less as a man's life. ' It comes after him in the crowded marts of trade, 
it raises an accusing voice against him in solitude; in the still watches 
of the night it whispers in his ear, "I am with you always, you cannot 
escape me." It dogs its victim at the hearthstone and hovers over him 
in his sleep. It colors his dreams and furnishes food for his musings. 


This shadow at the heels of a man is either a friend and comforter, 


or a grinning, menacing shape—a shining spirit from a happy past or 
a tormenting ghost from a noisome charnel house. It is what the 
man himself has made; the creature is his own handiwork. Being made 
once it can never be recreated or eluded. It stays with its creator till 
the end, is at his dying bedside and goes down with him into the 
grave. 


Happy is he who looks back at the life behind him without shrink- 


ing or shuddering, sad is the lot of him who vainly flies in terror and 
shame from it. 


There is a growing disposition to "copper" Tom Lawson's revela- 


tions in regard to "frenzied finance." He is probably telling a good 
deal of truth, but he is also concealing a good many facts. As one 
New York broker put it, he is after rrvenge and money and is not par- 
ticular about how he gets what he wants. He is ready at any moment 
to go in again with the men he denounces provided the terms are 
satisfactory. It is needless to say that a man inspired by such motives 
has about as much regard for the public interests as a burglar has for 
the safety of a vault he is planning to crack. 


The fall of Port Arthur comes at a moment when it must dampen 


the spirits of the Russian people—the beginning of the New Year, 
which is celebrated according to the old calendar. The festival of the 
Nativity and the New Year is an event of the greatest importance in 
Russia. This year it is full of gloom and sorrow and foreboding. 


The Legislature of Delaware is having its periodical gag in the at- 


tempt to swallow Gas Addicks, 
That persistent promoter believes 


public sentiment will become asphyxiated in time so that he may be 
crammed down the people's throats. 


Abusing the Legislature. 


The Legislature hardly assembled at Sacramento before a num- 


ber of newspapers began to berate it and charge it with extravagance 
and venality. No wonder the average legislator manifests contempt 
for newspaper criticism. The practice of deriding the Legislature on 
general principles and "roasting" members for trifling causes or no 
cause at all has an unwholesome effect on public life. It tends to lower 
the standard of representation and to convey the impression to the un- 
thinking and the uninformed that the Legislature is merely a con- 
vocation of grafters colloguing with each other to plunder the State 
and cinch corporations or sell out to them. This is a most injurious 
impression to send abroad, and a still more mischievous idea to cul- 
tivate at home. 


Some of the pretexts on which the Legislature is condemned are 


beneath contempt. For instance, when the necessary steps were taken 
to enable members to collect their mileage, some of the principal 
journals of the State alluded to it as a raid on the State Treasury. A 
jocular remark of the mover of the bill was made the excuse for this 
unjust and untruthful stigmatization. 


By no stretch of imagination ran the collection of mileage be 


termed a raid on the treasury. The pay of members and their mileage 
is provided for in the State Constitution. It is necessary, however, 
that an appropriation be made before the members can collect what is 
due them. It is absurd to call this appropriation a raid. In the in- 
terests of truth and justicr the Legislature should be treated with 
more fairness and dignity by the State press, and there is no better 
time to make a beginning than right now. It is to be hoped that the 
practice of pelting that body with ridicule and wholesale reprobation 
will be stopped. 


One of the most attractive holiday numbers issued by the interior 


press, and one of the most creditable, considering the size of the 
community in which it is published, comes from the office of the Chico 
Enterprise. The special matter is all local and the illustrations, which 
are many and handsome, present views peculiar to Butte County. This 
number of the Enterprise is calculated to give persons at a distance an 
excellent idea of the town in which it is published and the region im- 
mediately surrounding it. 


Governor Jeff Davis of Arkansas celebrated New Year's Day by 


pardoning a big batch of criminals, the majority of them murderers 
and robbers. Among the number, however, were two convicted of 
rape. Of course they were white. It would be interesting to know if 
the people of Arkansas approve the pardoning of white men con- 
victed of an offense for which burning at the stake is not considered too 
severe a punishment if committed by a negro. The wholesale clem- 
ency extended to murderers furnishes one of the explanations of why 
Iwmicide is so frequent at the South. Happily Davis is not a fair 
sample of Southern Governors or things would be discouraging in- 
deed in the cotton States. 


The theory promulgated from St. Petersburg that Port Arthur 


was surrendered because the Russians had no further use for it is 
interesting from one point at least. It shows how bald a lie can some- 
times be told in the hope of hiding the truth. 


Mayor Williams, of Portland, Oregon, who has been indicted for 


malfeasance in office, is 83 years old. The men who voted for ,iim ought 
to be indicted for electing such an old man to an executive office. 


A proposed ordinance provides that persons convicted of carrying 


concealed weapons without a specia1 permit shall be fined $500. Every 
burglar and footpad carries a pistol, as- the people of Oakland have 
occasion to know. Penalties in the shape of fines do not deter crim- 
inals. While the practice of carrying concealed weapons is to be dep- 
recated, the punishment should not be made so severe as to make pro- 
hibition appear oppressive. 


Alameda County has been awarded a- grand prize for its exhibit 


at the St. Louis Exposition. The commissioners have also been awarded 
gold medals in recognition of the thoroughness of their work in col- 


lecting and arranging the exhibit. This is a high testimonial to the 
value of the showing this county made at St. Louis. In a strenuous 
competition no county in California made a better showing than Ala- 
meda. 
Our exhibit was viewed with admiration by strangers and 


with pride by our own people. It was an advertisement of inestim- 
able value, and as such signally vindicated the wisdom of the Super- 
visors in providing for its cost. 


The announcement that General Stoessel will, be tried by court- 


martial for surrendering Port Arthur does not necessarily imply that 
his conduct is viewed with suspicion or that there is any disposition to 
degrade him, though the Czar's chilling response to the telegram 
announcing the capitulation is full of sinister significance. A trial by 
a military court m such cases is quite the ordinary thing, and as a 
general rule commanders placed as Stoessel is, welcome it as an oppor- 
tunity to vindicate themselves. But Russia is unlike other countries. 
A fair trial there is impossible, and intrigue is always busy for or against 
a high official under fire. If the Czar is displeased with Stoessel to the 
extent of desiring to humiliate him, the judgment of a military court 
is more likely to reflect the will of the sovereign than be a just verdict 
on the facts. 


The number of men surrendered at Port Arthur indicates that 


Stoessel had a much larger force under his command than has been 
supposed. In a total of over 48,000, including 15000 sick and wound- 
ed, and 5000 non-combatants, he had some 28,000 effectives. His re- 
port states that his losses have been enormous. 
In his telegram to 


the Czar he said scarcely a fourth of the garrison was left alive. This 
must have been an exaggeration. 
He probably meant that only a 


fourth of the original garrison were fit for duty. Accepting this view 
of the case, his force at the outset must have exceeded 80,000 men. 
This is a large army, and explains w,hy the Japanese were compelled 
to employ such a large body of troops in the siege.
